It is vritb a feeling ot deep sorrow that 


we record tho deatn of Mr. John Hop- 
kins, which took place on tlie morning of 
the 1st oC October, in the 87th year of his 
age. 
He had been gradually faihnc tor 


6cmo time but had only kept his bed for 
a day or two when tbe summons came. 


Ho was horn in Brooklyn, New York, 


iu 1798 and left an orphan at tb= ago of 
eigbt yoars. Hiu ambition and industry 
in bo) hood led him to lit himself for tho 
profession ot civil engineering, which he 
followed for twenty years >nd in which 
he took high rank. Ho woe employed on 
nearly all ot tho eastern canals, including 
the Erie, nod for several years was en- 
gacod in locating and eurvoyidg railroad 
lines in Pennsylvania, Ohio and Michi- 
gan. In 
the 
year 1838 he visited 


Wisconsin 
and 
located .in 
Beloit, 


bringing hie family there the nest year. 
Wbilt) a resident of that (then)' hamlat ho 
was » co-laborer with Father Oloary, 
Deacon Hobart and u littlo band that 
laid tbe foundation ot Boloit's religious 
ami educational interests. 


ID 1841 ho bought ID company with J. 


H. Randall, the Sbopiora—then called1 
Waterloo—water power, together with a 
large tract of. land, on a portion of wbioh 
h« bas since resided. On this power was 
a distillery probably the only one then in 
the state aud purchasing his partner's 
shara in it ho proved tbo strength ot hie 
temperance principles by tearing it down 
at a heavy pecuniary sacrifice. Love, in 
his "History o£ Wisconsin in tho War" 
gives tbo credit of this to the lamented 
Gov. 
Harvey, • which was 
mis- 


take. 
The 
olrt 
building 
was 


entirely demolished when tbe Governor 
came to Shopiere. Mr. Hopkina during 
tbe flrst years o' his residence in Beloit 
and Shopiere, followed his profession 
aud most of tho town and city surveys of 
that day, were done under hia supervis- 
ion. In 18-12 be represented his district 
in the territorial assembly, and intro- 
duced among other important measures 
the first interest Jaw of the territory. 


As citizen, friend and neighbor, his in- 


fluence was deep and wide spreading, aud 
every measure fur the improvement and 
advancement of the youthful settlement 
that was his home, found iu him an ar- 
dont advocate. He was one of the band 
of 13 that organized themselves into tho 
Congregational, church in this village. 
He was one of tue first deacoos, tbo first 
and for many years the only Subbatl) 
school superintendent. In 1825'ho'was 
married >o Miss Sarah Chamberlain. Ot 
tbe six children born, four survive.

At 7 o'clock in the morning a flrjo 
orchostra commences to play in front of the 
Convors'ationshaus, from whloh early mo- 
ment sloop is impossible to thoso who live in 
hotels overlooking the actual watoring-pluce 
part of tho beautiful town. Whou peoplo are 
up they go to tbo Trinkhallo to take the hot 
wators or to tho Cowshed to drink whoy or

Tho waters aro "hot'r'n blazes" and the 


Jactoal diot is not to my liking. At tor this, a 
long promenade in the avonue, from the 
Badischo-hof, whore Cupuchin monks lived 
ill 1631, out to the old convent of Lichten- 
tibal, -a, distance of, say, flvo miles, through 
as pretty a roadway as you oversaw. Then 
comes tho flrst breakfast of coffee and rolls, 
•with butter and houoy, and I lovo to spread 
it on thick, too; which light mool ended, 
you read the Paris.papers of tho day before 
and then start'oil on au excursion. The 
chiefrfjolnts of attraction for visitors aro the 
old castle, tho ruins ' of Eberstamhurg, tho 
aveuuo and old Lichtenthal church and con- 
vent, the fish-breeding establishment, tho 
castle of Eberstcin, tho .Goroldsau waterfall, 
tho Cross of Pre'mersburg, tho " Castle Lauf, 
tho Devil's mill, the new castle, the Russhuj 
chapel and the Frederic baths.
